WOMEN NURSES MISSING 


There Were Seven Ameri- 


cans on Board, of Whom 
One Was Lost—The Ves- 
sel Was Near British Port 
When. Torpedoed. 


A British Port, Saturday, August 3. 
(By the Assoeiated Press.)—The tor- 
depoing early this morning of the Brit- 
ish ship Warilda was one of the most 
harrowing disasters in the history of 
submarine warfare. The number of dead 
is variously estimated from 105 to 130, 
and upward, and includes several wom- 
en nurses. 

The ship carried 600 sick and wound- 
ed. Among them were seven Amert- 
cans, two officers and five’ enlisted 
men, all of whom have been accounted 
for except one private. 

There were aboard 89 nurses and 
members of the voluntary aid depart- 
ment and the crew comprised about 200 
men. 

More than 650 survivors, brought 
here shortly after 6 o’clock, were 
given first aid treatment, food and 
clothing. The patients were placed 
aboard special trains, which had been 
waiting to receive them, and sent to

LAW FACE PENALTY 


“Lightless Nights” Rules 
Disregarded in Many In- 
stances, and Henry Ken- 
nedy Takes Matter Up 
With Dr. Hardman. 


Following a tour of inspection made 
last night, Henry B. Kennedy, fuel ad- 
ministrator for Atlanta, asserted that 
he had found many glaring instances 
of violations of the rules laid down 
for “lightless nights’—Monday and 
Tuesday—and that he had already 
taken the matter up with Dr. Hardman, 
state fuel administrator. 

Under the Lever law, he stated, such 
violations may be dealt with severely, 
being punishable under this act by 
terms in prison or by very heavy fines. 

Mr. Kennedy said that he was con- 
vinced that many of the violations were 
the result either of careléssness or of 
ignorance, although, he added; the vari- 
ous firms involved had been given plen- 
ty of warning through the newspapers 
and in other ways and should know 
the provisions of the regulations by 
this time. 

Already there have been three “light- 
less nights,“ and there will be a fourth 
tonight. If the violations of last night 
are repeated tonight, he stated that he 
will at once take steps to have the 
proper penalties assessed.

The participation of the Ameri- 
cans in the landing has been greet- 
ed enthusiastically in northern 
Russia. The people consider that 
the United States is absolutely 
without selfish interests as regards 
Russia and look upon the Ameri- 
cans as a guarantee of the friend- 
liness of the allies toward Russia.

Searching for Raider. 

Steps to deal with this latest raider 
thave been taken by the navy depart- 
ment and patrol boats and seaplanes 
already are searching t coast wa- 
ters. Officials reiterate that the 
movement of troops to France will not 
be interfered with. 

Last official information of the 
operations of the submarine in Cana- 
dian waters came to the navy depart- 
ment last Friday in the report of a 
sinking of a British fishing schooner. 
Unofficial reports said the submer- 
sible was operating there as late as 
last Saturday, but even if it had start- 
ed south she could not have reached 
the position where the Jennings was 
destroyed Sunday. 

It was Some three weeks ago that 
German submarines made their sec- 
ond appearance in American waters 
since this country entered the war. 
Apparently the first victim was the 
armored cruiser San Diego, sunk off 
Fire Island, New Tork. Naval offi- 
cers are convinced that the cruiser 
was destroyed by a mine which they 
believed was laid by the raider. Two 
days later the submarine showed 
itself, sinking by shell fire a tug and 
some barges off the Massachusetts 


coast. After that the. raider appar- 
ently worked northward. 

There were at least two subma- 
rines operating in the first raid 
which was confined largely to the 
waters off the Virginia, Maryland and 
New Jersey coasts. It continued 
three weeks and some twenty ves- 
sels, the majority sailing craft, were 
sunk. None, however, was of military 
value and several of them subsequent- 
ly were raised and taken to port for 
repairs.

Scenes of Despair Reported 5 


in Berlin, With Rumors 
That Kaiser and Hinden- 
burg Have Been Killed.

Berne, August B. — he Marne de- 
feat has produced unspeakable seenes 
of despair in Berlin,” The Tageblatt 
declares. “Such outbreaks of utter 
| disequiagement and downhbeartedness 
never before were witnessed.” 

The Frankische Tagepost deplores 
the wild rumors that the kaiser and 
Von Hindenburg have been assassi- 
nated, and that Yon Hindenburg was 
killed in a duel with the crown prince, 
as betraying the most dangerous nerv- 
ousness. 

The government threatens severe 
penalties for the ones responsible for 
spreading these rumors.

CONDITIONS DESPERATE,

IN FAIRBURN SPEECH 
BELL OPENS CAMPAIGN 


Address of Campaign for 
Congress at Fairburn. 


Fairburn, Ga., August 5.—(Special.) 
During the noon hour recess of court 
kere today Madison Bell, of Atlanta, 
former mémber of the legislature and 
candidate for congress from the Fifth 
district, delivered the first speech of 
his campaign. ; 

The candidate was introduced by 
Hines Morgan, prominent farmer of 
Campbell county, and former Sunday 
school superintendent. Judge C. W. 
Smith, in adjourning court, announced 
the speaking for the recess, 

Mr. Bell pointed to his record in the 
legislature as reason for his election 
to congress, and denounced Wall street 
‘speculators who deflect the profits on 
cotton sales from the pockets of the 
farmers to their own. He also pledged 
his unswerving loyalty and service to 


the soldiers, promising ever to aid the 
veterans of American armies who re- 
turn home from France. 

Mr. Bells Address. 
a In part, Mr. Bell’s address was as fol- 
ows: 

“At this critical hour in our nation’s his- 
tory the man who is sent to congress to be 
the spokesman of the people of this district 
should be a man of proven ability, who has 
made good as a legislator, and whose patri- 
otism and fidelity are beyend question. Of 
all times this is not the time to experiment. 
Two years is too long for a man to go to 
a law-making body and try to learn to grasp 
the complex phases of parliamentary pro- 
cedure. There is an enormous amount of 
work to be done. This district is not only 
the largest in population and wealth in the 
state of Georgia, but it is one of the most 
important in the United States. The gov- 
ernment has already spent millions of dol- 
lars here, and will spend much more in the 
future. Some of its most cherished institu- 
tions are located within our confines, and 
our representative should be one who is fa- 
miliar with the conditions, and who can 
understandingly assist in their future devel- 
opment. 

“We certainly are not seeking a do-noth- 
ing congressman. Many men seek the office 
of a legislator, but accomplish little after 
years of service. A congressman must be 
aggressive, energetic and constructive. The 
sacred duties of this office will require an 
experienced man of this type, and not to 
have this kind of man would be doing our- 
selves an injustice.

„It has been said that I am the youngest 
of the seven candidates in this race for 
congress. In admitting the truthfulness of 
this allegation, I consider my youth and 
vigor as an asset and not a liability. Such 
being the case, and as I have always been 
taught to respect my elders, I shall not for- 
sake my early teachings and criticise any of 
my opponents. I would not do so any way, 
because I have always believed that a can- 
didate for office should win votes on his 
merits, without trying to gain support by 
belittling or censuring his adversary. 

„Every tub should stand on its own bot- 
tom’ is a wise old saying, and is worth 
adhering to in politics. 

“In submitting my candidacy for congress 
to the voters of the Fifth district, I offer no 
big promises as to what I will do if elected.

rights for us to ask for and urge 
various improvements at the hands of our 
government. 

“As Georgia is an tural state and 
many of our best citizens till the soil for 
their livelihood in sparsely settled communi- 
ties, it behooves your representative to lend 
his effort in every way possible to enlarge 
and extend the rural mail routes As this 
district has been wisely chosen by the war 
department as one of the big military cen- 
ters, and as other military posts have been 
established a short distance away in other 
cities, the government, without any expense 
to the citizens of Geo should connect 
these military camps with up-to-date mili- 
tary roadways. These roads are not only a 
military necessity, but would be of great

“The happiness and prosperity of the peo- 
ple of the south depend upon the outcome 
of the cotton crop each season of the year. 
The farmers of the south have been system- 
atically robbed of millions of dollars each 
year by a gang of Wall street gamblers. 
There is not one thstancé since the civil war 
where the farmers were paid the real value 
for their cotton in a season. For example, 
take the last crop; when the cotton was in 
the hands of the farmer in September, Oc- 
tober and November, th price ranged 
around 28 cents a pound, and that was what 
was paid them, yet, when the cotton got 
into the hands of the speculators and gam- 
blers, the price reached as high, in the 
spring. as 36 cents, and upon that basis of 
36 cents a pound they sold their cotton cloth 
to the government and all other buyers. 


mrde out of their own cotton based on the 
value of cotton at 36 cents a pound and not 
28 cents, which they received for it. 


Wall Street Gamblers. 

“The price of cotton is depressed and low- 
ered by the New York Cotton“ Exchange 
when the cotton is in the hands of the farm- 
ers, and it is after it leaves the 
farmers and they get hold of it. They make 


their contracts for their output not upon the 


basis of what they pay for cotton, but upon 


the value they raise it to after it leaves the 
hands of the farmers. As they need cotton, 
they encourage the farmers each spring to 
plant a large crop, and if you should have 
kept up with it you will have noticed that 
just about the time when the farmers are 


deciding what to plant the price of cotton 
is raised up high to encourage them. After 
it is done and the farmers have been lured 
into making a large crop, and after they 
have made contracts for their cloth, down 
goes the price of cotton, and it keeps going 
down till the farmers in the fall months 
have disposed of their output. Congress 
should vigorously investigate and find a 
means to stop this outrage. 

“The New York Cotton Exchange today 
is quoting the price of cotten 4 cents be- 
low its spot value. The cotton mills of the 
south are being robbed by the same crowd, 
for they are not given the class or grade 
of cotton they contract for, The high 
price of labor, the scareity of fertilizers, 
the high cost of living and the burden 
each one has to assume during the strin- 
gency of these dreadful war times should 
cause our government to recognize the 
farmer’s right to get the true value for 
his cotton. 

„J will support all movements that will 
provide occupation and comfort for our 
brave soldier boys who are at the front, 
and who come home wounded, and those 
who come home after the war is over. I 
am in favor of the government extending 
its farm loan facilities so that a farmer 
tenant, or anyone who desires, that has 
been in government service may be given 
the loan value of 100 acres of land to be 
cultivated into farm products, and the 


government to advance through Ihocal 
banks nine-tenths of the value of the land, 
to be ‘paid back at the rate of 5 per éent 
interest until paid in full, giving the bor- 
rower from five to ten years to return the 
principal amount. i

ONE AGAINST THREE. 

Two of the three Fulton representatives 

have it in their hands today to save the 

Atlanta public schools situation against, 

whether so intended or not, a movement to 

plunge the system again into the whirlpool 

of politics from which it was about to be 
rescued. 


A bill has been agreed upon to reduce 
the board membership to five, elected from 
five territorial divisions of the city, con- 
sisting of two wards each, of which board 
the mayor is very properly made, ex-officio, 
a member. 

At the last minute Representative At- 
kinson, against the judgment of Representa- 
tives White and Smith, and Senator An- 
drews, insists upon a referendum vote at 
the regular city election in December. 


Everybody knows that the regular city 
election is SIMPLY A FORMALITY, and 
that rarely as many as 500 votes are cast 
in that election, which is solely a ratifica- 
tion of the result of the previous primary. 

Politicians, therefore, who wish to con- 
tinue in control of the public schools will 
want no softer snap than to-ensnare the 
whole public school situation into this ‘reg- 
ular city election” trap. 

In the city primary held only a few 
weeks ago, and at which nearly 9,000 votes 
were cast, the people overwhelmingly voted 
to go even further than the bill advocated 
by the senator and two of Fulton’s three 
representatives, for they voted to elect even 
the superintendent of schools by public 
vote. Judge Atkinson is unwilling even 
support that. | 

But that vote leaves room for no possible 
doubt that the people will approve the pro- 
posed measure as a material improvement 
over existing conditions. 

And now it is simply a question as to 
whether or not one member out of four will 
dominate the public school situation in 
Atlanta. 

If Judge Atkinson is stronger than his 
two associate members, Messrs. White and 
Smith, combined with Senator Andrews, 
then the purpose of the whole movement 
will de defeated and the public schools will 
return unmolested to the lap of the politi- 
clan. : » 

We will now see whether the one shall 
control the three, or whether the three will 
be strong enough to make their voice heard 
by the general assembly.

This war is to be no drawn contest, in 
the opinion of Major General W. L. Kenly, 
head of the American aviation forces at 
home, as he expressed it in a recent straight- 
from-the-shoulder speech he made while on 
a western tour with John D. Ryan. 

In that respect General Kenly’s opinion 
differs not at all from the general opinion 
of the forces, military and civilian, that are 
fighting to free the world from autocratic 
oppression. 

“Either the Hun wins or we win” is the 


way the general expressed it, continuing, 


with particular point: x 
“If the Hun wins you might all as 
well jump into the lake. The Hun has 
got to be licked until his legs stick in 
the air, and you've got to fight other 
types at home here. You've got to be 
just as ruthless as the soldier and you 
can’t temporise.” 

The fact that we seem to have the Hun 
pretty well under control both in Europe 
and at home does not detract from the time- 
liness nor the wisdom of the general's ad- 
monition; but he made another point that, 
while not new, is well worth considering, 
and that cannot be too often reiterated. 

-“A man can’t carry a gun,” he said, “nor 
fly an airplane— - 

unless there is a man behind him to 

make it possible. The army can do noth- 

ing without the support of the man de- 

hind the line. A man can not atick a 

bayonet into a Hun or bomb the Ger- 
mans unless somebody behind him made 
the _ bayonet and the bomb.”

Sound | Nationalism and 
Sound Internationalism 
‘By Theodore en. 


The glorious victory of the allies in the 
second battle . 
which the hard fighting soldiers of the 
American army have borne so distinguished 
and honorable a part, may mean the failure 
of the German military offensive for this 
year. Therefore it may mean a renewal of 
the German peace offensive. No man can 
prophesy in these matters, but the Germans 
may continue the war for a long time; and 
therefore we should prepare to have in 
France an army of 4,000,000 fighting men for 
the battle front next spring. But the Ger- 
mans may try to make peace instead of con- 
tinuing the war, and may seek to cover their 
retention ef some of their ill-gotten substan- 
tial gains by nominal and theoretical support 
of some glitteringproposal about a league of 
nations to end all war. 

Therefore it is well at this time for sober 
and resolute men and women to apply that 
excellent variety of wisdom colloquially 
known as “horse sense” to the problems of 
nationalism and internationalism. These 
problems will not be solved by rhetoric. 
Least of all will they be solved by com- 
petitivé rhetoric. 

The professed internationalist usually 
sneers at nationalism, at patriotism and at 
what we call Americanism. The internation- 
alist bids us to promise to abandon the idea 
of keeping America permanently ready to de- 
fend her rights by her strength, and to trust, 
instead, to scraps of paper, to written 
agreements by which all nations form a 
league, and agree to disarm, and agree each 
to treat all other nations, big and little, on 
an exact equality. 

We nationalists are ready to join any 
league to enforce peace or similar organiza- 
fion which offers a likelihood of in some 
measure lessening the number and the area 
of future wars, but only on condition that in 
the first place we do not promise what will 
not or ought not to be performed, or be 
guilty of proclaiming a sham, and that in 
the second place we do not surrender our 
right and duty to prepare our own strength 
for our own defense instead of trusting to 
the above mentioned scraps of paper. In 
justification, we point to certain very obvi- 
ous facts which ought to be patent to every 
man of common sense. 

Any such league of nations must, of 
course, include the nine nations which have 
a greatest military strength or it will be ut- 
terly impotent. ‘These nine nations include 
Germany, Austria, Turkey and.Russia. The 
first three have abundantly shown during 
the last four years that no written or other 
promise of the most binding kind has even 
the slightest effect upon their actions. The 
fourth, Russia, under the lead And domina- 
tion of the Bolshevista, has just been guilty 
of the grossest betrayal of her allies and of 
the small kindred Slavonic peoples and of 
world democracy. Thia betrayal was in the 
interest of a military and despotic autocracy 
and included the direct violation of Russia’s 
plighted faith. Under such conditions it is 
unnecessary to say that Russia's signature 
to any future league to enforce peace will 
not be worth the paper on which it is writ- 
ten. Therefore the creation of any such 
league for the future will simply mean a 
pledge by the present allies to make their 
alliance perpetual and all to go to war again 
whenever one of them is attacked. This may 
become necessary, but it certainly does not 
imply future disarmament. 

Nor is thia all. The United States must 
come into court with clean hands. She must 
not pledge herself without reservation to the 
right of “self determination” for each people 
while she has behaved toward Haiti and San 
Domingo as she is now behaving. 

Our action shows how utterly futile it 
would be to try to treat a league to enforce 
peace as a substitute for training our own 
strength for our own defense. Let China be 
the witness of the truth of thia statement. 
China has actually realized the ideal of the 
pacifists who insist that unpreparedness for 
war secures peace. The ideal of the inter- 
nationalists is that patriotism and sense of 
nationalism are detrimental to humanity, and 
the ideal of the socialists is that the capital- 
ist regime is the only cause of popular mis- 
ery. China is helpless to attack others or 
defend herself, her people have little sense 
of national unity and pride, and there are 
in China huge districts where there are no 
capitalists and where the misery of the peo- 
ple is greater than in any country of the 
occident. China's helplessness instead of 
helping towards world peace has been a 
positive encburagement to war and violence 
among her neighbors. 

The pacifiats and internationalists, if they 
had their way, would turn the United States 
into the China of the occident. 

Let us put our trust neither in rhetoric 
nor hypocrisy, whether conscious or uncon- 
scious. Let us be honest with ourselves, Let 
us look the truth in the face. Let us re- 
member what Germany, Austria and Turkey 
have actually done. 
Russia has suffered from Germany and the 
worse than folly with which she has behaved 
to everyone else. Let us remember what 
has happened to China and what we have 
made happen to Haiti and San Domingo. 
Then let us trust for qur salvation to a 
sound and intense American nationalism. 

Above all, let us treat any such agreement 
or covenant as a mere addition to and never 
as a substitute for the preparation in ad- 
vance of our own armed power. Next time 
we behave with the ignoble folly we have 
shown during the last four years we may 
not find allies to do what France and Eng- 
land and Italy have done for ua. They have 
protected ua with their navies and armies, 
their blood and their treasure, while we first 
refused to do anything and then slowly ana 
reluctantly began to harden and make ready 
our giant but soft and lazy strength. 

No paper acheme designed to secure peace 
without effort and safety without service 
and sacrifice will either make this country 
safe or enable it to do its international duty 
towards others.

The Bynum Act 
Now a Dead Letter. 


The house of representatives scored yes- 
terday in nullifying, by almost unanimous 
vote, the Bynum law, the provisions of which 
prevented the United States Forestry Com- 
mission this year from acquiring any addi- 
tional lands in ita Appalachian reserve in 
northeast Georgia, 

This bill was placed upon the statute 
books last year. More than 30,000 acres had 
already been approved for purchase, without 
the condemnation of one acre, but the com- 
mission, of which Secretary Baker is chair- 
man, declared it would not only not acquire 
those lands approved for purchase, but it 
would not acquire another acre of lands in 
Georgia while the bill remained on the books. 

I personally took the matter up with 
members of that commiasion in Washington 
during the past winter, and that was the in- 
formation I recetved. 

The Constitution thereupon began the 
fight to have the provisions of this law re- 
pealed. That fight has been won. 

The Bynum law in substance aimply nul- 
lified the spirit of condemnation. It provid- 
ed that the government could not acquire by 
purchase any lands in or adjacent to its for- 
estry reserve. without the consent of the 
owner. It is a matter of record that prac- 
tically all, if not all of the purchases made. 
have been by agreements reached without 
condemnation, but in order to protect’ drain- 
age and timber rights, etc, the government 
did not propose to be put in the attitude of 
having to agree to any and every manda- 
tory proposition in order to straighten a line 
or provide a watershed, for the protection of 
ita properties, in wich each county interested 
has a working financial interest under the 
provisions of the Weeks act. 

The Brown bill, passed today, not only re- 
lieves the objectionable features of the 
Bynum act, but, by amendments, exempts a 
homestead of 200 acres when occupied by 
any owner, and this is eminently fair.

58 One Resolution 


Calling for Referendum on 
Fundamental Changes in 
City’s Organic Law, Then 
Passes Second. 


Discussing proposed fundamental 
changes in the organic laws of the city, 
mow being considered by the legisla- 
ture, city council at its meeting yes- 
terday afternoon defeated one resolu- 
tion asking for a referendum to the 
people at the December election by 
the vote of 20 to 5, and then later in 
the session passed another resolution, 
covering practically the same ground, 
by the vote of 18 to 7. 

Discussion was precipitated by the 
introduction of a resolution by Coun- 
cilman J. R. Nutting to request Fulton 
and DeKalb counties’ representation in 
the senate and house to attach the ref- 
erendum clause to any legislative bill 
providing for a fundamental change 
in the organic law of the city, in order 
that the qualified voters of Atlanta 
might have the opportunity of passing 
upon the proposed changes at the next 
regular city election. 

Councilman Ashley objected to the 
Nutting resolution, stating that the 
People had already expressed them- 
selves unmistakably on the proposition 
and a referendum would mean unneces- 
sary delay. He stated his belief that 
if the matter were delayed, however, 
the people would speak without qualifi- 
cation for school reform. 

In answer to the charge made by 
Councilman Nutting that the entire 
move for reform had emanated from 
The Constitution, Councilman Buchanan 
pointed out that The Constitution must 
be expressing the wishes of the people 
inasmuch as the entire delegation in 
the legislature had promised to sup- 
port the proposition. 

Resolution Defeated. 

A: “yea” and “nay” vote was called 
for, Aldermen Styron and White, and 
Councilmen Nutting, Orme and Car- 
penter voting yea, whrre Aldermen 
Hatcher, McClelland, Johnston, Rich- 
ardson, Ewing and Councilmen Ren- 
froe, Conger, Cochran, Little, Chose- 
wood, Dillon, Ashley, Golden, Mincey, 
Bean, Landers, Hoffman, Buchanan, 
Bailey and Maffett voted nay. 

In explaining his first resolution, 
which met defeat, Mr. Nutting said that 
the representatives had disregarded 
the requests of council. 

“Do you anticipate that the Fulton 
county delegation will pay any atten- 
tion to this resolution?” asked Alder- 
man Johnston. Mr. Nutting replied 
that he doubted it; but stated that he 
wanted to put council on record in pro- 
test. 

Councilman Orme delivered a vigor- 
ous speech in support of Mr. Nutting’s 
first resolution. He declared that the 
election of the school board by the 
people would throw the schools into 
politics, “regardless of what The Con- 
stitution seems to now regarding 
council.“ He charged the represent 
atives with taking no notice of coun- 
cil’s requests, but of acting at the be- 
hest of a newspaper which threatens 
_them with losing their jobs. 

“Close to People or Legislature.” 

When Mr. Nutting introduced his 
substitute resolution Councilman Buch- 
anan moved that it be tabled, and in 
the discussion which followed Coun- 
cilman Orme expressed the opinion that

AIMED AT DIVORCE EVIL 


Andrews Bill Provides Appli- 
cation for Marriage License 
Must Be Posted 5 Days. 


Legislation, which, in the expressed 
opinion of many members of the sen- 
ate, is the most important step taken 
by that body this session, was passed 
Monday in the bill by Senator Andrews 
to regulate the issuance of marriage 
licensés in the state. The bill was 
passed by the vote of 24 to 6, Senators 
Beck, Council, Edwards, Logan, Merry 
and Dickerson making up the opposi- 
tion. 

The bill provides that before a mar- 
riage license can be issued the ordi- 
nary must have five days’ notice of 
application. He must post the appli- 
cation in his office the day he receives 
it and any person having grounds for 
objection to the marriage has the right 
to file the objections with the ordinary 
and have them considered. In cases of 
emergency, proven to the ordinary, the 
five days’ notice is not necessary. 

Both of the parties applying must be 
thoroughly identified, and the license 
shall not be issued unless one of the 
parties resides in the county. Ex- 
ception to this igs made in cases of non- 
residents of the state. 

The license shall not be granted to 
persons under age of consent, for male 
17 years and female 14 years, and in 
cases of a female between the ages of 
14 and 18 and a male between 17 and 
21, the consent of the parent or guar- 
dian must be received. 

Skelten’s Bill Lest. 

Senator Skelton’s bill providing that 
persons under indictment cannot de- 
mand immediate trial and acquittal 
when the state proves that the wit- 
nesses in the case have entered the 
army or navy and cannot be secured, 
came up for passage and after meeting 
with violent opposition was lost by the 
vote of 19 to 11.

SENATE PASSES 11 HONE SH 
PASSED BY HOUSE = 


Fight Predicted on Appro- 
priations in the Senate and 
Extra Session Rumored. 
Bynum Law Repeal Voted. 


As forecast in The Constitution, the 
house on Monday morning took up and 
voted favorably by 113 to 33 on the 
general appropriations bill, amounting 
approximately to $8,300,000, which it is 
said, is about $2,100,000 more than the 
estimated revenue of the state for the 
year. 

By a vote of 104 to 32 the house as a 
committee of the whole had stamped 
its approval of the measure, and it 
went promptly through, the substitut> 
offered by Jones, of Coweta, being re- 
jected. 

The action of the house in passing 
the measure has brought about reports 
that there may be an extra session, as 
it is predicted the senate will not pass 
the bill in it spresent form. 

Bill Gees to Senate. 

The measure was immediately trans- 
mitted te the senate, where it is un- 
derstood prominent members of the 
higher body have openly expressed 
themselves as opposed to the large ap- 
propriation unless some definite means 
can be found for supplying the money 
with which to meet it. The house is 
equally determined to stand by the bill 
as passed, particularly with reference 
to the common schools item. The 
Jones substitute originally provided the 
same appropriation for common schools 
as last year, but this was raised to 
$3,700,000. 

It is claimed that the general in- 
crease of taxes for the coming year, 
based on increase of taxable values, 
as estimated by the comptroller gen- 
eral, will amount to $340,000. The con- 
sideration of the general tax bill will 
likely be a special order for Wednes- 
day in the house, and this, it is claimed, 
would raise approximately $750,000 in- 
crease. : 0 

Bynum Law Repealed. 

The resolution that came from the 
senate providing for the repeal of the 
Bynum law was passed by a vote of 95 
to 3. The new measure would permit 
the sale of mountain lands to the gov- 
ernment for the Appalachian forest re- 
serve. Under the Weeks-Adams law 
enacted by congress, the rovernment 
cannot condemn lands under cultiva- 
tion. In the bill just passed lands in 
tracts as large as 200 acres, any part 
of which is cultivated and used as a 
home is not to be condemned byt he 
government. 


It was proposed to increase last 


year’s appropriation of $50,000 to $60,- 
000 for the department of entomology, 
horticulture and promology. Mr. Hall, 
of Bibb, said that the committee care- 
fully went into the matter and passed 
350,000, all that had been originally 
asked for. He opposed the increase.

Mr. Beck, of Carroll, said that while 
he formerly opposed the department, 
after he had seen the benefits accru- 
ing he favored it and voted the in- 
crease. Mr. Pace, of Sumrer, said that 
it costs more to do this sort of work 
now than formerly and he thought it 
just to allow the $10,000 increase. 

Mr. Stubbs, of Laurene/ stated that 
the department of entomology had sav- 
ed not only the fruit industry in the 
state, but had saved the growing of 
fruit in the home orchards, and he 
‘strongly favored the extra allowance. 
n was passed by a vote of 127 
to 11. 

Mr. Frohock; of Camden, introduced 
a bill to appropriate $1,000 for repairs 
of the Soldiers’ home, ¢which was 
amended and an allowance of $2,000 
was passed.

Silent on Cause of Shooting. 

When told by a reporter that state- 
ments had been made with reference 
to domestic troubles, said to have 
arisen over an alleged intimacy be- 
tween Mrs. Gibson and the dead man, 
the prisoner remained silent, saying 
only that such a report ought not to 
be published. 

The story of the killing and events 
leading up to it, as told by various 
people in a position to know, is as fol- 
lows: Gibson and Stewart, both of 
whom have been friendly for some 
time, developed ill feelings against 
each other within the past few months, 
the trouble arising over the alleged in- 
timacy between Mrs. Gibson and the 
victim of his pistol. 

“He wrecked my home,” are the 
words Gibson is sai@ to have used in 
vz a statement to Police Captain 

er 

The fact that bad feelings existed 
between Gibson and Stewart seems to 
have been known to others than the 
two principals of the tragedy, and Gib- 
son is quoted as saying that Stewart 
had made threats against his life. The 
two men came face to face Sunday aft- 
ernoon near the Pryor street entrance 
to the mball house, and Gibson, who 
claims Stewart made a motion toward 
his hip-pocket, immediately drew his 
pistol and fired two shots, inflicting 
wounds from which Stewart died at 6 
o’clock Sunday evening. No statement 
has been made as to whether or not 
the dead man was armed. 

Brand Makes Statement. 

E. S. Brand, of Logansville, who saw 
the shooting, made a statement with 
reference to it, saying: “I am an ac- 
quaintance of Gibson’s. I met him at 
North Pryor and Decatur streets Sun- 
day afternoon. I went into Cone’s 
drug store with him to get a drink of 
water. I stopped to make a purchase 
and later joined him on the street. The 
first I saw of Stewart was when he 
passed the door and turned with a 
glance at Gibson, who spoke to him. 
Only a word was spoken, Stewart 
passing on down Pryor street. Gibson 
walked away from me and followed 
Stewart about 15 feet. Suddenly I saw 
Gibson pull a revolver that had a long 
barrel and fire point-blank at Stewart, 
who was walking away from him. 
Stewart screamed and staggered across 
the sidewalk as Gibson fired again.
